WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The Execu- 
tive Counch of the American Federation 
of Labor has aligned itself with ‘the ad- 
voeates of light wines and beer,’ and has 
called upon all members of the Federa- 
tion and. other citizens. to demand of 
‘their Senators and Congressmen ‘that 
the Volstead act be amended according- 
ly. A fo declaration of the position 
taken by the Federation and adopted by 
the council was issued today. . It ‘ton- 
tends that the present law is being dis- 
regarded and that.it cannot be enforced. 
The declaration 
American people. It reads: 

“The American Federation of Labor, 
as spokesman‘of the-unorganized as well 
as the organized toilers, having in mind 
the’ interest and ‘the welfare -of our 
people, decided’ by unanimous vote in its 
convention held in: Denver in June, 1922, 
that the Volstead enforcement act miust 
be modified: so as to permly the magnu- 
facture and sale of beer and light wines. 

‘* Before this decision was reached the 
Bixecutive Council of the A. F. of L. had 
caused to be made an exhaustive inves- 
tigation of the, effects of the Volstead 
act. It was shown by this investigation 
that there had ‘been: 

‘41, A general disregatd of the law 
among all classes of people, including 
those who made the law.

“8. ‘The creation of an army of boot- 
leggerts:

‘6. Increase in unemployment due to 
loss of employement'by workers In forty+ 
five industries directly or indirectly con- 
aedted with the manufacture of liquors.

‘* Having in mind these results of the 
extreme interpretation of the prohibi- 
tion. amendmeént contained in the Vol- 
stead act,.as well as the enormous ex- 
pense of the attempt to enforce that un- 
enforceable legislation, it is our .con- 
clusion that, the act is an improper in- 
terpretation of the prohibition amend- 
ment, that it’is a social and a moral 
failure, and that it is; a -dangerous 
breeder of discontent and of-contempt for 
all laws .

Chicago Prisoner Will Feel Ne 
_ Pain on Gallows, Physi-

CHICAGO, Feb. 26.—Medical and psy- 
chological éxperts who for thirty days 
have been watching ‘the despérate ‘ef- 
forts of Harvey W. Chureh, double slay- 
ér, sentenced to hang Friday, to cheat 
the gallows by starving himbeif to death, 
today asserted-that he had succeeded tn 


committing mental suicide. 

Accordi to Dr. Norman. Copeland, 
who has been directing the forcible feed- 
ing of Church for the last two ‘weeks, 
the physical crisis in the youth's con- 
dition has passed and he will live— 
physically. 

Other physicians assert that Churen 
is mentally.dead., He is not insane, they 
‘say, but has reduced himself to such a’ 
state of self-hypnosis that he will: feel 
no pain when the trap is sprung Friday. 
, Church's hunger strike began more 
than thirty days ago. For the last two 
weeks he has been forcibly fed. He 
seéms insensibie to pins stuck into his 
flesh or_any other efforts to arouse: him, 
‘* At timés we aré not even sure“he ts 
breathing,’’ the death watch said.

** Mahomet believed that alcoholic bev- 
erages were a curse’'to humanity, that 
they were of the devil and not of God, 

and he absolutely prohibited-their use 
by ‘his people. e first public act of 
Jesus was to make wine and His. last 
to order its use forever by His. followers, 
Whieh~ was right? ‘They, cannot -both 
be right because they directly contradict 
each other by word and deed. If Jesus 
is t, Mahomet is wrong; if Mahomet 
is right, Jesus is wrong. There ‘is no 
possible ‘escape» from this conclusion.

Ing Poland's entry to the sea, is the 
headquarters of the amber industry. 


fossilized resin ‘masses: of pie-historic 
trees and is raised at a small littoral -of 
Bast Prussia, and especially on the 
shores of the Samland Peninsula. The 
amber is -the property of the Public 
Amber Works in Kinibsberg. 

The Amber Guild of the Free and 
Hanseatic City of Danzig. was always 
important in the indust:y. .It came into 
existence in 1477 and has had flist place 
in the manufacture of the material, so 
that the present industry at Danzig com- 
prises the great amber manufacturing 
centre in the werid, 

A number ef articles are made of nat- 
ural and moldéd amber, such as trinkets, 
necklaces, brooches, pendants, ear-rings, 
smoking articles, . penholders, - &c. An- 
other interesting manufacture is that of 
articles for exportation to certain coun- 
tries. ‘*‘ Nigger-beads*' for Africa, but- 
tons for China and Japan, rosariés and 
passetemps for the Mo ammedans. . 

Within amber there are often found all 
kinds of insects which were caught in 
the resinops masses.
